We cordially agree with our Shanghal 
morning contemporary that the first 
thought of almost anyone who carefully 
reads the report of the Board of Trade 
.[ Inquiry Into the disastrous loss of the 
Drummond Castle will be, how. very much 
more complete these enquiries at home are 
than the Naval Courts which are held from. 
time to time in Shanghai, Hongkong, or 
any other ports in Far East. Inopening the 
Drummond Castle enquiry, Dr, Rarzes, who 
-léd for the Board of Trade, sald that there 
were two points to which enquiry should 
chiefly be directed, which were: 
“How did the ship: get Into the position, in. 
which the catastrophe’ occurred?" and, 
“How was it that there was such a terrible 
‘loss of life?’ and he elaborated this into a 
list of twenty-three special points to which, 
subject to amendment.or addition by the 
representatives of the owners and by the 
Court, enquiry was to be directed. It 
will, as our northeren contemporary points 
,{ out, be remembered that a somewhat 
similar accident occurred recently in. 
Shanghai, the similarity being in the sud- 
denness with which the vessel sank and 
the great losa of life that ensued. The 
Onwo:is referred to, the Naval Court of 
Enquiry into whose loss was, as the 4. C. 
Daily News states, probably the most 
thorough ever held in Shanghal; and yet 
It Is Interesting to see how many questions 
were gone into in the Court in England 
that were passed aver altogether. In|: 
Shanghal, It will no doubt be remem- 
bered that thera was not even an Inquest 
‘held on the bodies :of the English officers 
of the Onwo who were drowned. 

The des{rability of making Inquiries 
into disasters of this nature a3 mioroug 
as possible, and having In view the ship- 
slod methods of most Courts of Inquiry in 
the Far East, We think a useful purpose 
may be served by placing on record in 
this journal the complete Hst of special

My Dear Morgan,—Your brother shawed me 
a letter a few days ago in which you asked for 
some teading matter on the gold question. As 
T feel strongly on the subject, I may ax well give 
you the benefit of my crude Ideas, not having 
art printed matter at band. 

There are a good many leading polnts on this 
quention which I think can be briefly expressed 
and which appeal strongly to my side of the

One of the most urgent motives of the sllver 
party fs that they want cheap money. By that 
I suppose they mean moncy they can borrow 
cheaply or earn cheaply, Now, the cheapest 
money {nthe world [s in the strongest gold 
country—viz, England.
